| DAIRY MANAGER'S 


JUDGE ON MORIBUND . 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH AND 
MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.)

CORPORATION APPEAL 
DISMISSED. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 


The Corporation of Dun Laoghaire appealed 
trom an order of the High Court, on appeal 
from the Dublin Cireuit Court, allowing the 
appeal of Michael Dunning, who had been 
employed as water Inspector and plumber by 
the Corporation of Dun Laoghaire. 

Michael Dunning, it appeared, was sus- 
pended because he was not, it was stateil, a 
proper member of the trades union, and he 
claimed £143 15s. 5d., of which £142 15s. 5d. 
was in respect of wages alleged to be due by 
the Corporation during his suspension from 
26th December, 1931, until 27th August, 
1952, and £1 for the hiring of stocks and dies. 
He was suspengéd under the powers conferred 
by Section 11° (1) of the Local Authorities 
(Officers: and Kinploveés) Act, 1926. Jt was 
conceded that he was a “ servant,” of the 
Corporation, and never was in the position of 
an “ ofhcer ” of that body, and the Circuit 
Judge expressed the view that it would

EGG DEALERS’ 
RIVALRY. 


“REVOLVERS FOR 
A BETTER FRIGHT” 


TWO MEN SENT TO 
JAIL, 


AMES CREAMER, of Ballinamore, Co. 
leitrim; Eugene Kiernan, of Ballina- 
govern, Co. Dota: and Peter Kiernan, 

of Lavareen, Co. Leitrim, pleaded guilty~to 
twelve of thirteen counts under wich they 
were charged before the Military Tribunal at 
Collins Barracks, Dublin, yesterday. On a 
charge of attempted murder the prosecution 
entered a violle prosequi, ‘‘in view of the 
attitude taken by the accused men on the 
other charges.’’ : 

The offences to which pleas of guilty were 
entered included conspiracy to assault John 
Woods; conspiracy to have firearms in their 
possession with intent to endanger life; con- 
spiracy to intimidate John Woods; intimida- 
tion; shooting with intent (Eugene Kiernan 
being charged as an accessory before the 
fact.) ; assault occasioning actual bodily harm; 
common assault; possession oí firearms with 
intent to endanger life (Eugene Kiernan 
being charged with procuring the others to 
commit the offence); possession of firearms 
without a certificate, and giving false 
information to the Civic Guards. 

The particulars of the intimidation charge 
were that the accused men “ intimidated 
John Woods with a view to — him 
to abstain from doing an act which he had a 
legal right to do—namely, to buy eggs in 
Ballinamore, in thé County of Leitrim.” 


EGG DEALERS’ RIVALRY. 


Mr, Barra O'Briain (instructed by Mr. P. 
P. Canning, solicitor), for the prisoners, said 
that, while the three accused belonged to a 
political organisation, there was no question 
of politics. The whole case had arisen out 
of the rivalry of two egg dealers. Eugene 
Kiernan was a farmer and egg dealer who 
found that Woods, another egg dealer, was 
coming into his territory and competing with 
him, and he decided by illegal means to get 
this man out of his bailiwick. He discussed 
it with the other defendants, and in an un- 
fortunate moment one of them—Creamer— 
suggested that he could get revolvers, and 
if they brought them with them they could 
give the mem a better fright. They decided 
to hold up a lorry driven by Woods, who 
was accompanied by his assistant, Hall. On 
the facts of the case there could be no ques- 
tion of any tribunal being satisfied on the 
evidence that they ever intended to commit 
murder. None of the three men intended to 
harm either Woods or Hall, but, when Woods 
got the ‘‘ wind up ” and proceeded to drive 
his lorry off, young Kiernan and Creamer 
pulled out the guns. Woods made a plucky 
fight, and would have got the better of the 
prisoners if tney had not pretended they were 
out to use the firearms. Although shots were 
fired and the two men were badly beaten, 
there had been no intention of doing any 
criminal acts of a serious nature. The mien 
had now recovered and were all right. The 
prisoners had expressed sincere regret for the 
occurrence, and he asked the Tribunal to 
take a lenient view of the case, as up to the 
present they had unblemished characters. 
The civil courts were open to Woods and 
Hall, where they would get full compensa- 
tion. 

Superintendent Ryan, Mohill,, said that 
Creamer was a somewhat reckless young man. 
They were all of good character, and were 
members of the League of Youth, Creamer 
holding the rank of captain ‘and one of the 
others being a vice-captain 

Mr. O’Briain—Why do you mention the 
League of Youth? You did not mention their 
religion or trade union, Do you suggest that 
there was any political sigmificance in this? 
Is there any reason for. suggesting that eggs 
were not the whole cause ? 

Superintendeat Ryan—It appears to me 
that it was simply a trade dispute. 


LEAGUE OF YOUTH. 
Mr. W. Black (instructed by Mr. John S. 


O'Connor, solicitor), for the Attorney- 
General, said that there was nothing political 
in the case. He had just brought out the 
fact that these men were members of the 
League of Youth to show their position in 
the country. Two of them had held offices 
in that organisation. He hoped they would 
not hold them much longer. The fact that 
they held these offices showed that they were 
public patriots and private playboys, and it 
was as playboys that they were before the 
Court. Two of them had pleaded guilty to 
having revolvers. One of these had been 
handed up, but the other was still outstanding, 
and, if the prisoner was defying the Court 
by holding on to the revolver, it was a very 
serious matter. 

The three accused men were sentenced to 
twenty-one months’ imprisonment from the 
date of their arrest, 21st March.

POSTPONED 


PENDING FURTHER AID 
FOR FARMERS. 


- 


At Cork County Council yesterday, 1-r. 
D. L. O'Gorman presiding, 16 was decided 
to postpone the striking oí the county rate, 
pending further information regarding Presi- 
dent, de Valera's promise of further .elicí to 
the extent of ,000 for the farmers. An 


amendment, that the estimate as revised by 


the Finance Committee be adopted,. was 
defeated by 24 votes to 10. The revised 
estimate provided for a net levy of £371,015, 
a decrease of £33,960 on last year’s amount. 

The Secretary reported that of the grants 
for relief of rates on agricultural land for 
1933-34 £160,986 had been received, and 
£48,380 had been withheld by the Minister 
against default by land annuitants. 

The net levy, therefore, required would 
total £419,395, or £14,419 more than -=st 
ear. 

: It, had. been announced by the Minister 
that agricultural grants for this year were to 
be increased over last year's figure, but it 
was not possible yet to indicate the extra 
amount that would be given to each county. 

Mr. J. McCarthy said their retention of 
the £48,000 was a weak spot in the Govern- 
ment’s proposals. Those who paid their rates 
were being made pay and pay again, but 
that could not last for ever. 

He moved that the striking of the rate 
be further adjourned until the Minister had 
given definite information as to the amount 
of the Supplementary Agricultural Grant for 
the year. i : 

Mr. J. M. O'Connor, seconding, said 
President, de Valera stated at Clonme! that 
the amount of the Supplementary Agri- 
cultural Grant would be forthcoming. 

Mr. W. J. Broderick,. T.D., said their 
share would be about £35,000, and against 
that the amount withheld from them was 
£48,000. 

The Secretary said that on April 10 the 
rates still outstanding totalled £131,000, as 
compared with £65,400 last year. 

The Chairman said that there was no use 
trying to get away from it, the position 
had become worse. 


ACCIDENT DURING 
CRUISE. 


IRISH PASSENGER’S 
CLAIM.

“ What is the position of a cruise pas- 
senger if he finds himself booked in a 
cabin with someone who is always drunk ?’’ 
asked Mr.. Justice Atkinson at Liverpool 
Assizes yesterday, in the course of an action 
in which damages were claimed arising out 
of an accident during a sixteen days’ cruise 
to Naples last May on the liner Voltaire. 

The plaintiff, John Macreight Mecredy, 
of Cloonaghlin, Castlepark road; Sandy- 
cove, Co. Dublin, had complained that his 
recovery from his accident was not assisted 
by the fact that his cabin was shared by 
two men, one of whom, from Newcastle, 
was nearly always inebriated and caused 
disturbances in the early hovrs of the 
morning by entering intoxicat 

Replying to the Judge, Mr. Gething, for 
the defence, said that it was a difficult 
point. It was a risk one took in travelling 
in a railway carriage, a steamship or any- 
where. 

The Judge—Are you not entitled to 
assume anything as to the care they take 
whom they accept as passengers? 

Mr. Gething—I suppose they must not 
put in a raving lunatic. 

The Judge—Suppose they put a black 
man in, and a passenger did not like to 
share the cabin with him? 

Mr. Gething—If you pointed it out, the 
company would try to arrange it; but 1 
do not think they would be under any 
liability in law to do so. 

The defendant owners of the ship were 
the Liverpool, Brazil and River Plate 
Steam Navigation Company, Liverpool. 

Mr. Mecredy, who is a clerk employed 
by Messrs. Guinness and Co., Dublin, said 
that a few days after the cruise started 
a bathing pool was erected on deck, in 
which he and others swam. For the con- 
venience of non-swimmers there was a pole 
with two rings which the bather held, the 
other end of the pole being passed to 
onlookers on the platform. One one occa- 
sion, while a Miss Shead was bathing and 
he had hold of the other end of the pole, 
Miss Shead let go. He lost his balance. 
broke a rope, and fell six feet to the deck 
below. For three days he was semi 
conscious in his cabin with concussion. 

In cross-examination, Mr. Mecredy said 
that he was not told that there was a sick 
bay in the ship, but that he would be 
better in his cabin. 

Miss Joy Shead, aged 16, of Beddington, 
Surrey, described the accident, and said 
that the ring slipped from her hand. 

The hearing was adjourned.

Street Artists. 


The work done by so-called ‘‘ street 
artists’’ does not always achieve a very 
high standard of perfection, but recently 
ave seen on a few occasions a man who, 
it seemed to me, was a master of his crait. 
I first saw him plying his craft in Merrion 
row, where, on the side of the roadway, 
he drew in chalk with swift strokes a picture 
of several dogs obviously in eager pursuit 
of a quarry. The drawing gave the im 
pression of their literally swarming over 
a fence, their lithe, graceful bedies taut 
with the eagerness of the chase ; while the 
foremost dog held a bird in its mouth, the 
broken wing of which trailed away 
forlornly. In street artistry I have never 
seen anything to equal such clean vigorous

Microphone ‘Plays. 


I see that the Belfast broadcasting 
authorities are lamenting the fact that the 
Ulster radio playwrights seldom make use 
of the rich historical backround of the 
province for their microphone plays.

A friend of mine in 
Belfast is of the opinion that what is 
needed most there is a few plays for the 
microphone based on those aspects of the 
city life which are manifested in the ware- 
house and workshop.

ABOLITION OVERDUE. 


Mr. MacENTEE, Minister for Finance, 
said that he supported that measure with 
certain ny Helen was one of those who felt 
that the bicameral system had its uses—but 
he also erp it with a deep conviction, 
for he eved that if the Senate, in its 
present form, were not- abolished at the 
earliest. opportunity, the system of represen- 
tative Government would perish in that 
country. Bicameral government could only 
be advantageous if the functions of both 
Chambers were clearly defined, and if the 
function of the Chamber which was not 
directly representative of the people were 
severely limited. 

By its attitude in regard to a bill depriving 
a Deputy of that House of the advantages of 
a habeas corpus writ in his favour, by its 
action in regard to the Treasonable Offences 
Act of 1925, the Public Safety Act of 1927, 
and the Constitutional Amendment Act of 1931, 
the Senate definitely acknowledged that the 
judgment of the Executive Council in matters 
relating to the preservation of the public 
peace must go unchallenged whetier right or 
wrong, wise or unwise. There was in the 
Senate a lot of experience in commercial 
affairs which would be of service if they con- 
fined themselves to their own domain. Speakers 
opposite had referred to the liberty of the 
individual which was a principle included in 
the independence of the judiciary. Yet three 
measures were passed through the Dail and 
Senate seriously infringing, and in certain 
cases withdrawing, the right of the private 
individual to his liberty, and the Senate had 
not raised a finger to prevent it. 


A MENACE. 
He would further point out that in 1926 
the Comptroller and Auditor-General wished 


to criticise the ground upon which public 


money was given to 
that country in the form of army service 
pensions. The Executive Council brought in 
a bill withdrawing from the scrutiny of the 
Comptroller any documents relating to the 
grants for military service. That bill also 
was passed b¥ the Senate. 

Mr. MacENTEE, continuing, said that a 
dangerous situation had arisen in the country.

_ The Senate was a menace to democratic 
institutions. Whether they had somethiny 
to replace the Senate or not, at any rate. at 
earliest moment, the present House must go. 


THE WILL OF THE PEOPLE. 

Twelve months ago they came fresh from 
the country charged by the people to preserve 
the peace and order and to govern this com- 
munity. ‘They were responsible for the main- 
tenance of law and order. Who was going to 
interpret that mandate’ It was certainly not 
going to be done by the representatives of 
the defeated party in that election, as the 
majority of the Senate at present was. ‘Ihe 
fact that a S\epublican Government was in 
office was not due to any momentary passion 
in 1932 or 1933, because it was only a mee 
accikdent that a change of Government had 
not taken place in 1927. 

Mr. O'NEILL (U.1., Cork W.)—Do you 
call it a Republican Government ? ’ 

Mr. MacKNTEE—A man who was a boon 
companion of the Black and Tans could not 
be expected to recognise a Republican 
Gove ixnt when he sees it. 

Mr. O'NEILL asked the Minister to repeat 
Ba ah as he did not, hear what, was 
said. 

The SPEAKER said that when thera were 
frequent interruptions there would be dis- 
agreeable replies. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Independent Labour. 
Cork) said that in view of the attitude cavsed 
in the country by the people cn the Govern- 
ment benches calling the Opposition members 
traitors the Minister should withdraw his 
statement that Deputy O'Neill was a com- 
panion of the Black and ‘tans.

MR. HOGAN AND THE BILL. 
Mr. P. HOGAN (U.1., Galway) said that 


any political party had a perfect right to 
advocate the abolition of the parliamentary 
system constitutionally if they willed. No 
party would have the right, in order to 
enforce its programme and maintain the Dail, 
to go out and create civil war in the country 
and shoot and commit murder. In England, 
a democratic country, any body of men could 
foster anything and any programme, pro- 
vided that they kept within the law. In this 
country, apparently, one cannot even legally 
and constitutionally advocate the policy of 
the Opposition, and any crime could be com- 
mitted in the name of the Republic. If the 
present Government represented the country, 
this country was not fit for self-ogvernment, 
in so far as the Minister for Finance, the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce and the 
President himself represented the views of the 
Government. 

This bill was not the first attack on the 
democratic institutions of this State. Majority 
rule was attacked in 1922 and 1923, and in 
a most cowardly way not only in arms, but 
by propaganda. 

The object of the Government was to pre- 
vent the Opposition from exercising its legal 
and constitutional rights and duties. In so 
far as it was possible they raised all the 
forces of ignorance and anarchy in the 
country against the Opposition. One of the 
most dastardly statements ever made in this 
country was that the people had no right to 
go wrong. That statement was made by 
every cowardly tyrant in every country 
throughout history. 


GOVERNMENT AND OPPOSITION. 


The Government was rousing. all the forces 
of anarchy, bigotry and tyranny in the 
country. A most despicable and dastardly 
statement was made by the President when 
he said, in regard to the Opposition, when 
blackguards were breaking up their meetings, 
that the Government could not make people 
or causes popular. The President wanted to 
intimidate the mob to anarchy. 

The SPEAKER—Will the deputy get back 
to the bill? 

Mr. HOGAN—I am making the point that 
this bill to abolish the Senate is anti-demo- 
cratic and an attempt to kill democratic 
institutions in the country, and it is not the 
first time. since this Government came into 
power, that they attempted to kill demo- 
cratic institutions. Their first attempt was 
to try and kill the Opposition by prevent- 
ing it from exercising its legal rights, 
and I suggest that the point is perfectly 
relevant. I was going on to point out that a 
bill was not yet introduced into the Dail to 
abolish the Opposition. That has to be done 
yet, but what was done instead was to invite 
every ignoramus, every lout, every organisa- 
tion in the country, every petty tyrant, and 
everybody whose interest hid been affected 
by impartial government, to come out and 
bais us, and prevent us exercising the 
rights that an Opposition has in every coun- 
try—the right of free speech and meeting. 

He went on to say that it was not the 
first attempt, and that the most dangerous 
attack that was made on democracy wes the 
attack made by the ere Government on 
the Opposition at the beginning of 1931. The 
Minister for Finance had said that there was 
a vital necessity to suppress the Blue Shirts, 
and that it was so vital and imperious that 
the Senate should have immediately recognised 
it. The Blue Shirts had a policy, and their 
actions were strictly within the law. It 
would be well for the Government and its 
masters in FC md, the I.R.A, if they 
kept within the law. The Blue Shirts had a 
perfect, right to put forward a policy íor. the 
support of the people. What would be 
wrong for them to do would be what the

‘born in a revolution, but steadily from the 


beginning, with its attacks and its propaganda, 
the Government and its party and supporters 
were nothing niore than darkening counsels. 
The result of the whole thing would be a 
reaction against democratic government in the 
country, even in their time, that would sur- 
prise them. The people were being dis- 
illusioned. 


A DICTATORSHIP. 

In abolishing the second Chamber the Go- 
vernment were after what every coward and 
tyrant had always been after—a dictatorship. 
The President was an outstandmg example 
that the country was not up to. the level of 
democratic government. The President had 
aimed at a dictatorship during the Dublin 
City Council elections when he stated that it 
would be a good job to adjourn the Dail for 
six months. The result of those elections 
brought him to his sense for the moment, but 
with the Senate dissolved, what were to be 
the reactions im regard to the judiciary and 
other constitutional institutions? A little 
courage was wanted, of all things. The sense 
of the country behind a man was wanted even 
for a dictatorship, and by the time the Go- 
vernment had abolished the Senate it would 
not be able to rule the country even with 
a dictatorship. The Government need not 
try any tricks; they would have to keep 
within the law and rule within the Constitu- 
tion as their predecessors had done before 
them. Dictatorship would break in their 
hands. The real truth was that both the 
President and his Ministers were not the 
masters at all. The people outside were the 
masters ; there was no doubt about it, and he 
knew that the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce, and many other Ministers, would not 
go on the wrecking course they were 
now on if they were free agents. 
If they were aiming at a dictatorship at 
wrecking the country first and holding it by 
force afterwards they would fail. 


MOST POPULAR MEASURE. 
Mr. CLERY (F.F., Mavo, N.) said that it 


was the most popular measure that was ever 
introduced in this House. It was going to be 
accepted by representatives of Fianna Fail 
and Labour, and had been very strongly 
advocated by Deputies on the opposite 
benches. 

They were only doing what they got a 
mandate: from the people to do: The Senate 
could be really a useful institution, but could 
anybody say that they took‘ their work 
seriously? It was only when the Fianna Fail 
Government came into power that Senators 
began to attend in numbers solely for the 
purpose of obstructing every measure that 
came from the Dail. i 

Continuing, Mr. Clery said that the hill 
was not merely for tlie purpose of abolishing 
the Senate. but to abolish a dictatorship in 
the country in the hands of a few individuals, 
whose only interest was to prevent the Fianna 
Fail Government from ruling.

If they in the 
Dail represented the people, and the Senate 
were elected by them, then the Senate repre- 
snted the people. If he had his choice he 
would prefer a dictatorship to the kind of mob 
law he had seen in some places; he would | 
choose a wise dictatorship before an Executive | 
or Government which permitted the placing | 
of a land mine outside a political opponent’s 
door, 

They had a minority in the country who did 
not profess the same faith as they did, and 
their position would be made intolerable in 
certain parts of the country as a result of the 


passing of that bill. 


AN INTOLERABLE BILL. 

Mr. S. B. MINCH (U.L., Kildare) said that 
never Was a measure more intolerable or more 
un-Christian introduced in. any country than 
that bill. It would be far better for the Presi- 
dent and the Executive Council to 
thank God that. they had a Senate in 
view ot the Blue Shirt Bill. If that 
bill had been passed into law it would 
not have been enforced by ordinary methods 
of law. but by the internment camp. The 
Senate, by holding up that bill, have given 
them a chance to pause and think. That 
legislation had been a challenge to young 
blood and young people. . 

He opposed the bill in the interests of 
justice. . He opposed it because it was an 
attaték on the young State. He warned the 
Government that the young people growing 
up, and whe had no connection with the 
bitter past, would not stand for this, and 
sooner or later young hot blood would resent 
it and they would be back to where they 
recently left. 

PUNITIVE MEASURE. 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY (U.1., Mayo 
‘S.) said that this was a bill of a new type; 
a type of bill never introduced in this or 
any other country hitherto, because it was a 
punitive bill to punish members of the 
Senate who. exercised their constitutional 
rights in holding up, as they were entitled to 
do, a piece of very bad legislation that had 
been passed by the Dail. This bill was a 
destruction of the Constitution, as they knew 
it, and it was doubtful if the bill became 
law if it would have the effect. of abolishing 


the Senate, because it was not a Constitution 
The bill was introduced for '

personal reasons, pure and simple. They had 
the statement of the Minister for Industry 
and. Commerce that there were two 
types of men they did not want in the Senate.

N the House of Commons yesterday Mr. 
Harcourt Johnstone (Liberal) asked 
the Foreign Secretary if he had any state- 
ment to make on the verbal declaration 
made the previous day by the Japanese 
Foreign Office as to the relation of foreign 
countries with China. : 

Sir John Simon—All 1 can say at present 
is that the statement appears to have been 
made only by the Press officer of the 
Japanese Foreign Office. There are some 
discrepant versions of what was said, and 
I have nothing to show whether it was an. 
authoritative declaration. I must await 
further information before I say anything 
further on the subject. 

Mr. Harcourt Johnstone—Has the 

Foreign Secretary had no telegram from 
the Ambassador at Tokyo. 
_ Sir John—The statement appeared only 
yesterday. I prefer not to say anything 
further until I have got. information on 
which I can make a statement. 

The Chinese Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
issued an informal statement in reply to 
the Japanese declaration of policy made 
yesterday, in which Japan warned other 
Powers against ‘* undesirable assistance to 
China,” and claimed that it was Japan's 
responsibility to maintain peace in the 
Orient. 

The Chnese-reply says, inter alia, that 
no State has the right to claim exclusive 
responsibility for the maintenance of peace 
in any designated part of the world. 

China, as a member of the League of 
Nations, feels it her duty to promote inter- 
national co-operation and” achieve inter- 
national peace’ and security, but in 
attempting to attain these ends, the state- 
ment declares, she does not harbour an 
intention of injuring the interests of any 
particular country, far less of causing dis- 
turbance to the peace of the Far Kast. 

The Chinese Foreign Ministry particu- 
larly points out that collaboration between 
China and other countries, whether in tiie 
form of loans or in the form of technical 
assistance, has becn non-political. The pur- 
chase of military equipment and the em: 
ployment of foreign military instructors, 
it says, has been solely for the purpose of 
national defence, consisting chiefly in the 
maintenance of peace and order.

ILD scenes followed an abortive sale 
at Naas yesterday of five cattle, 
seized for unpaid land annuities. 

Some seven hundred farmers from the 
surrounding country gathered in the town 
for the sale, and the pound was far too 
smalb to hold them, so surrounding walls 
and roof-tops were used as vantage points, 
from which a continuous din of booing and 
cheering was kept up. 

The sale did not last long. When no 
bids for the cattle were forthcoming, the 
Sheriff's assistant declared the sale closed. 

Then the excitement began. The crowd 
broke through the police cordon, and in 
the turmoil the cattle stampeded into the 
street. 


CORDON BROKEN, 


In the midst of a mass of running 
humanity the cattle passed through 
another cordon of police in Basin street, 


and it was not until a third cordon was | 


reached at Oldtown, where Chief Super- 
intendent Murphy had a. number of 
Guards stationed, with drawn batons, that 
the cattle’s stampede was stemmed. 

In the confusion, however, the cattle 
made off down Mill Jane, followed by 
police. For over an hour they were 
‘‘ missing,’ and subsequently three were 
found at Digby Bridge and two at Osbers- 
town. They were returned to the custody 
of the Sheriff, and again placed in the 
pound. 


SEVEN CHARGES. 


A number of men was detained by the 
police, but all were later released with the 
exception of Mr. Richard Brophy, County 
Kildare organiser of the United Ireland 
Party, who was charged before Mr. M.

The new agreement increases the line 
and draught net fishing boats to 65, and 
provides for a maximum of 45,500 hooks 
for these boats, but the condition regard- 
ing the sales is not altered. Under the 
original order the company sought to limit 
hooks to 750 per boat. 

To-day’s conference was private, but it 
was learned that Mr. Quinn, secretary of 
the company, stated that nothing definite 
could be done that day owing to the rejec- 
tion of the agreement by the fishermen, 
but he suggested that the fishermen should 
get in touch with the Premier and their 
parliamentary representatives, with a view 
to a further conference to consider any 
new proposals that might be made. 

The fishermen’s delegates at the confer- 
ence were opposed unanimously to accept- 
ance of the agreement, and refused to 
negotiate any further in regard to the 
terms of it.

The total grants approved for voluntary 
1950 Act came into

ULSTER PIG TRADE. 
PLANS TO DEAL WITH 
CRISIS.

DUNGANNON, Thursday. 
At Dungannon market to-day Mr. | 
fowley Elliott, M.P., said the Pigs | 
larketing Board had been confronted | 
ith the very serious problem of having to 
pal with a largely increased number of 
igs during the next six months. If there 
as no outiet other than through the dead 
igs markets the increased supply would 
mply mean chaos in their markets. 

To meet that difficulty the Board had 
iken the serious step of taking over 
fitirely the live pig market. 

In view of the fact that the Board could 
not get a guarantee from shippers of live 
pigs that they would absorb the quantities 
offered, and lest there would be larger 
ipplies than curers could handle, the 
joard had arranged, in order to safeguard 
the industry, to market all live pigs which 
epuld not be absorbed in the pork market 
with the British Pigs Marketing Board. 
In order to equalise the price of live and 
ipad pigs the price paid to producers who 
shipped pigs alive would be on a parity 
bhsis with the fixed dead prices pertaininy 
+} the markets. 


An addition levy would be necessary for 
the special object of dealing with the 
ctisis, but it would be only for a short 
ime, and was one the pig producers would 
s¢e was in their best interests. 

He urged pig producers. before 
slaughtering, to make arrangements with 
curers to take their supplies.

Executive Conncil had ‘asked -for had been 
passed by the Senate, but when the present 
Government went to that chamber with a 
measure to enable them to preserve order in 
the country, in order to defeat the Govern- 
ment and cripple the Fianna Fail administra- 
mise the Senate voted against, it and threw 
it out : 


THE PEOPLE 'S WILL. 

The leader of the Opposition, outside the 
House pretended that he was anxious to 
have youth enter into local government, but 
when the Government introduced a bill to 
give effect to that wish the Senate threw it 
out. The same Senate, when a previous 
Government set up a military tribunal whose 
sentences could not be reviewed, except by 
the Executive Council, hurriedly passed the 
measure. The danger of a revolution did not 
worry them ther. There was no disposition 
to show that they were the guardians of 
law and order; there was no regard for the 
people’s will or the people's. opinions. “They 
had the same experience in regard to the 
bill abolishing the oath of allegiance, even 
when the present Government had gone to 
the country on that issue, and was returned. 
the Senate insisted that the bill should not 
be passed except the Government engaged in 
negotiations with Great Britain. 

Sut, said Mr. de Valera vehemently, we 
were able to put that bill through in spite 
of them. The action of the Senat: showed 
that the Senate had no regard for the wishes 
of the people, and no regard for the interests 
they were supposed to safeguard. He stood 
for fair play for the citizens, but he did not 
stand for privilege, .and there was a 
difference. 

They had in the country. Proportional 
Representation, and that Dail was a fair 
representation of the people as a whole. The 
system of Proportional Representation roughly 
worked well. They had there representatives 
from the universities, representatives of the 
minority, and prosperous business men, but 
did they take the view on subject matters 
that came before them that it was expected 
they should take? They did not. They allied 
themselves to the Opposition to the present 
Government. There might be good political 
reasons for that. That proved one thing— 
that representation of the same groups or the 
same minority in the Senate would act in the 


| same way politically in the Senate as they 


acted in the Dail. 
ONLY SAFEGUARD. 


These groups, when he entered the Dail, to 
his disappointment, on a constitutional ques- 
tion, torpedoed a suggestion in regard to 
articles then existing in the Constitution 
which would permit a referendum on out- 
standing questions of the moment. 

The only safeguard for the people was the 
honesty and integrity of their elected repre- 
sentatives, and he was convinced that the 
responsibility for showing that a second 
House was necessary was on those who stood 
for it. If they “were able to do that they 
would solve the problem of dual government, 
and that had net been done yet. 

It was now 10.30, and, under the rules of 
the House, the President moved the adjourn- 


| ment until this morning, when he will resume 


his speech.

COOMBE HOSPITAL 
LINEN GUILD. 


RECORD OF GOOD WORK. 


The Lord Mayor of Dublin presided at the 
fourteenth annual meeting of the Coombe 
Hospital Linen Guild, which was held yester- 
day afternoon at the hospital, The Coombe, 
Dublin. 

The annual report stated that the total 
number of the babies born in the hospital 
was 1,403. The -total number .of babies 
horn in the. district and attended by the 
Coombe staff was 1,480. The total number 
of patients admitted to the hospital was 
1,480. The work of the hospital had con- 
siderably increased, and consequently there 
had been a demand for larger supplies of 
linen and clothing and for many earnest 
workers. Articles numbering 2,006 had been 
“ere to the hospital by the Linen Guild. 

n moving the adoption of the report, Mrs. 
Maud Walsh said that the Linen Guild was 
carrying on a work the importance of which 
it was impossible to estimate. Situatel] as 
it was in a very poor district, the Coombe 
Hospital .was a haven of refuge for 
thousands of poor women to which they 


could look with hope. There was an 
erroneous Opinion abroad that hospitals were 
wallowing in wealth because of the Sweep- 
stakes. The.Linen Guild did not get one 
penny from the sweepstakes, and was en- 
tirely dependent on voluntary support. She 
paid a tribute to the work done. by the 
Matron, Miss O'Carroll, and the nursing 
staff. 

Dr. Reddin, seconding the resolution, 
spoke of the keen appreciation felt by the 
Public Health Department of the work done 
by the Coombe Hospital. There had been, 
he said, owing to the sweepstakes, a failure 
on the part of the public to realise the value 
of voluntary help. | 

A motion that the Linen Guild was worthy 
of “mm was passed, on the motion of Dr. 
Angela Russell, .seconded by Alderman Hub- 
bard Clark. 

The Chairman expressed deep appreciation 
of the work done by the Coombe Hospital 
and its Linen Guild. .

To debate on the Budget “eg was 


resumed by Mr. i Grenfell 

(Labour), who said that, while he dis- 
agreed with Mr.,Chamberlain’s claims, he 
congratulated him as an artist. The Chan- 
cellor, however, had “missed a great oppor- 
tunity of assisting in the redistribution of the 
national wealth. What the country was sul- 
fering from was a kind of financia) blood- 
pressure. There was a surplus of wealth and 
money resources, but there was no circula- 
tion. What the Chancellor ought to have 
done was to use the money to stimulate con- 
sumption and purchasing power. 

Sir Robert. Horne (Conservative) said that 
the Budget was a notable one, marking, as it 
did, the turning-point of what they all hoped 
was the end of a very critical epoch in our 
history. We could now see how near we had 
stood to the abyss. | 

He never saw a more melancholy spectacle 
than he witnessed on the opposite side of the 
House when the Chancellor announced that he 
proposed to restore the unemployment benefit. 
The Labour thunder had been stolen, and 
their slogan had died on their lips; their 
grievances had been filched from them, and 
the cry with which they hoped to blast the 
ears of the country had subsided into a 
sigh. (Laughter.) ! 

Continuing, Sir Robert said that he was 1n- 
clined to agree with Sir Herbert Samuel, that 
the surplus should have been employed to re- 
duce the debt on the Unemployement Insurance 
Fund. He also thought that, having restored 
the full measure of unemployment benefit, 
their next duty was to bring down the in- 
surance contributions to what they were in 
1931. These contributions’ were a direct 
burden on industry, and he urged the Chan- 
cellor to review the situation before dealing 
with the Unemployment Bill. He hoped the 
Chancellor would give the House some 
enlightenment on-what the Government’s mone 
tary policy was going to be, so that business- 
men might be in a position to direct their 
courses with. knowledge and ‘sagacity. There 
could be no real solution except by agree- 
ment between this country and the United 
States. If the Government could acmeve a 
concerted policy they would have done a 
great deal for the resuscitation of the trade 
and commerce of the world and the 
prosperity of humanity. i 

THE AMERICAN DEBT. 

Colonel ‘Wedgwood (Labour) said that the 
fact that the Budget contained no reference 
to the American debt meant that Great 
Britain, with her great traditions, had been 
relegated to the status of a South American 
Republic. It was no longer tha case that we 
could not pay, but that we would not. pay. 
Until we did pay we should not again be able 
to hold up our heads internationally. If all 
else failed we should at least preserve our 
honour. 

Lord Apsley (Conservative) dissented from 
Colonel Wedgwood’s view of the American 
debt. We were not, he said, a defaulting 
debtor, but an honest broker. 


CHANCELLOR’S REPLY, 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain, replying to the 
debate, said that if he had been actuated 
by class prejudice, the Budget would have 
been very different from that actually pre- 
sented. They had made an effort to restore, 
as equally as possible, and those who suffered 
in 1931, what there was to distribute. That 
implied the further undertaking that if they 
had not this year the whole of their sacri- 
fices made good, they still remained with 
the first claim. 
Referring to the criticism that he had under- 
estimated his prospective surplus, he said 
that he was apparently credited with some 
Machiavellian design with one eye upon a 
general election. here was no foundation 
for that. Even making allowance íor 
different points of view, one could not expect 
that the twenty-nine millions surplus he had 
provided for could be increased to double or 
treble that amount. He had made 
no allowance for supplementary estimates. 
It might be that next year there would be a 
difference between the Budget, as he had 
estimated it, and what proved to be the 
result of the actual operations. If there was 
to be a difference of one sort or the other, 
he would rather see a surplus than a deficit. 

The Budget resolution on which the dis- 
cussion took place was or to without a 
division, and the House adjourned at 11 p.m,

CORK AIR PORT.

£400,000 A YEAR ON AIR 
MAIL, 


Cork County Council yesterday decided 
to summon a conference of local bodies to 
investigate a scheme for the provision of 
an airport at Cork submitted by the 
County Surveyor, Mr. R. F. O'Connor. 
Representatives were appointed to discuss 
the matter with Cork Corporation, Cobh 
Urban Council and others interested. 

Reporting on the project, Mr. O’ Connor 
said that its chief object would be to 
secure a control over the pick of the trans. 
Atlantic traffic passing the Irish coast, as 
did all traffic between North Europe and 
North America. Ireland had lost control 
of the shipping lines using Irish ports, 
but the opportunity now occurred of gain 
ing full control of the airways. It was 
expected, he said, that within the next 
few weeks the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce would give a licence to an Irish 
company to take over control of the Irish 
airways. 

The sailing time from Cobh to Hamburg 
was two and a half days, and an air 
service from Cobh would save two days on 
that journey. ‘Two cents, or less than a 
penny, would enable Americans to put an 
air mail stamp on a letter to Europe. 
That would amount to £300 per ton of 
mail, which was sufficient for a profitable 
air service’ to and from Cork Harbour. 

Even if only five per cent. of the present 
East-bound mail carried by United States 
lines to Cork was sent by air mail, the 
amount spení on-Irish air-carrying services 
from that source alone would be £400,000 
a vear. 

It was probable that, if this service is 
initiated through the present mail liner 
service, the United States lines and the 


other lines calling at Cork would join 
also.

A mission yesterday in the Boardroom of 

the Free State Department of Agricul- 
ture, Mr. Joseph Brennan, (Chairman) pre- 
siding, Mrs. M. C. Fitzgerald, of Cork, gave 
evidence on behalf of a group of widows who 
are seeking re-instatement in the Civil 
Service. 

In a memorandum, the witness pointed out 
that no provision had yet been made for 
officers whe retired on marriage and were 
widowed. She submitted that an officer who 
had retired to get married and was widowed 
should ‘receive prior consideration, as the 
circumstances which necessitated her resump- 
tion of work were entirely beyond her control 
or choice, and, in addition, she had generally 
to bear the responsibility of providing for her 
family. 

Messrs, C. Morrissey, J. Bouch, and J. L. 
McCrossan attended on behalf of the 
National Library assistants. 

Mr. Morrissey submitted a memorandum, 
which stated that the need for reorganisation 
of the library assistant grade was clear and 
easily demonstrated. i 

Replying to the Chairman, witness said 
that, having regard to the character oí the 
work, the pay was not inadequate. 

Witness complained that loss of self- 
respect was inflicted by the work of attend- 
ing to the wants of readers, arrangements 
and care of books and newspapers. 
The mechanical work of cutting, stamping, 
arranging and pasting down of printed cata- 
logue slips. was performed not only by assis- 
tants in their first year of service, but also 
by those of upwards of ten years’ experience. 
Under such circumstances any legitimate pride 
or enthusiasm for the better class work found 
difficulty in surviving. Changing the location 
of large sections of books, while not part of 
the normal daily routine, sometimes formed 
the main part of the work of the staff over 
long periods. A messenger grade to perform 
such work was necessary. 

The Commission adjourned until 10.45 a.m. 
to-day. |

CROSS EX AMINATION 


OF THE PLAINTIFF. 


HE hearing was resumed of the action 
7 in which Alderman Michael ‘Nevin, 
merchant, Sligo, claims damages 
against Mr. Martin Roddy, T.D., and Mr. 
Frank Carty, T.D., for alleged libei. The 
action arises out of the controversy about the 
appointment of a permanent Town Clerk for 
Sligo, one of the candidates for which was 
Mr. R. G. Bradshaw, who had been acting 
as temporary Town Clerk, and who, accord- 
ing to his evidence on Wednesday, claims to 
be Town Clerk, inasmuch as a permanent 
appointment was not made within six months 
from the occurrence of the vacancy. This 
contention was recently rejected by two High 
Court judges, who issued a peremptory 
mandamus directing the Sligo Corporation to 
appoint forthwith Mr. Sean O’Higgins, of 
Cavan, who had been recommended by the 
Local Appointments Commissioners. Against 
this decision, Mr Bradshaw stated yesterday, 
an appeal is pending. : 
Alderman Nevin, a member of the Sligo 
Corporation and a: supporter of Mr. Brad- 
shaw’s candidature, alleges that. he was held 
up to odium and contempt in a letter written 
by Mr, Frank Carty, T.D., and published in 
the Sligo Champion, of which Mr. Martin 
Roddy, T.D., is the registered proprietor. 
The text of the alleged libel was published 
ene The defendants deny that the 
etter was libellous, and submit that it was a 
fair and bona fide comment on a matter of 
public interest. In the letter, Mr. Carty, 
D., detailed the circumstances in which, 
he said, he arranged an interview between 
the Very Rev. Canon O’Beirne, Adm., Sligo, 
and the Minister for Local Government;

Aldermen Nevin, the plaintiff.” was re 
called, and, inreply to Mr. FitzGerald, stated 
that he was one of a deputation which waited 
en President de Valera in connection with 
the Town ClerkShip of Sligo. The other 
members were the Mayor, Alderman Jinks. 
Councillors Healy and Hunt, and the four 
Fianna Fail deputies for Leitrim-Sligo.

At the meet- 
ing of the Sligo Corporation after the inter- 
view with the President, plaintiff wished to 
give an account in committee of what hap- 
pened at the interview, but, in consequence 
of remarks made by Councillor O'Connell, 
he gave his account of it to the 
Council, and the report of what he 
said, which appeared in the Sligo Champion, 
was substantially accurate. It was in this 
account that reference was made to the 
introduction of Canon O’Beirne to the Minis- 
ter for Local Government by MY. Frank 
Carty, T.D., and the statement occurred that 
“influences ” against Mr. Bradshaw's candi- 
dature had been at work even before the late 
Town Clerk had resigned or Mr. Bradshaw 
had been appointed temporarily to the 
position. In giving his account of the depu- 
tation to the Corporation, plaintiff had not 
arranged or bargained with Councillor Hunt 
to make observations about Mr. Carty or 
anybody else. In fact, he did not see Coun- 
cillor Hunt until the meeting had commenced, 
and, up to then, had been on speaking terms 
with Mr. Carty, and had actually voted for 
him at the County Council. In consequence 
of the remarks made about him in Mr. 
Carty’s letter to the Sligo, Champion, he had

Mr. FitzGerald—The bookmaker’s office is 
109 vards away from the public-house. 
Plaintiff said that there was no connection 
between the two, good, bad or indifferent 
In answer to further questions by Mr. 
Maguire, plaintiff said that he was formerly 
a shop assistant in Sligo with the late Mr. 
John Connolly, and was there until after the 
truce in 1921, when it was expected that the 
premises would be closed down, and he got 
notice. Jn December, 1921. he started in 
business for himself in a public-house. 

Mr. Maguire—You remember some bank 
raids in Co. Sligo during the civil war?—I 
do. 

Do you remember a sum of £4,600 being 
taken from the Bank of Ireland and some 
other bank?—I do. About the spring of 
1922.

Mr. Maguire—Did you cash the paying 
order for £280 ?— Yes, q

business only a few months’—The £2,000

Mr. Maguire asked the plaintiff if, after 
his release from internment on political 
grounds, he had not p urchased. a new 
premises in High street, Sligo. 

Plaintiff said that he purchased those 
premises about a year afterwards for £380, 
and opened up a retail business, later getting 
a wine licence. 

In further cross-examination ,the plaintiff 
said that at this time Mrs, Mulcahy, of 
Sligo, also advanced him £500. He started 
his second business in 1925, and he carried 
an arrangement with his creditors on the 
28th August, 1926. The total amount of 
debts proved was £4,225, and he paid his 
creditors 5s. in the £. 

Mr, Maguire—Sc that you took a sum of 
over £5,000 from your creditors ?— Yes. 

In reply to Mr. Justice Hanna, the plaintiff 
said that he found: himself in financial diffi- 
culties after his internment. 

Mr. Maguire—Did you ever pay your 
creditors anything bevond that 5s. in the 
£'—No; one creditor was paid in full, 

Did you, in defiance of the law, sit and 
act on public boards for five vears after 
carrying this composition and up to this sii 
on them?—To the best of my knowledge 
I did not sit ón any board until my 
composition was paid. 

Did you not sit on these Boards and vote 
on them knowing that you were disqualified 
from so doing ?—My solicitor told me | could 
sit when I paid the composition. 


A FIRE. 


Answering further questions, the witness 
said that in 1928 he tried to sell the premises 
he had paid £300 for to the Munster and 
Leinster Bank for £1,000 or £800. He also 
tried to sell them to the Sligo Corporation. 
They were lying derelict and vacant, and in 
1928 they were destroyed by fire. 

Mr. Maguire—How much did you recover 
from the insurance company ?—I believe the 
Hibernian Bank got something between £1,800 
and £2.600. I did not get it. 

The Hibernian Bank closed on the greater 
Fe of it for a mortgage against the premises ? 
— Yes. 

And you proceeded 
public ?—I did. 

he plaintiff denied that he tried to get 
the Sligo County Council to transfer their 
account from the Hibernian Bank to the bank 
to which he had transferred after the fire 
incident. He denied that he had got a loan of 
£150 from the Prisoners’ Defence Fund, and 
said that any money he got from this body he 
handed over to the focal secretary of the fund 
for distribution. 

Questioned about the appointment of Mr. 
Bradshaw as temporary Town Clerk, the 
plaintiff said that Mr. McLynn, the acting 
own Clerk, was passed over. He admitted 
that Mr. Bradshaw had no experience of 
— bodies before his appointment, but he 

ad made good. It was fair in the circum- 
stances to appoint Mr. Bradshaw, although no 
other person could have an opportunity to 
apply for the position because it was not 
advertised. The Council was not quite satisfied 
with the competency of Mr. McLynn, although 
there was no entry on the minutes to show that 
any complaint had been made against him. 

n answer to Mr. Maguire, the plaintiff said 
that at the meeting of the Corporation when 
the three names were sent down by the Ap- 
pointments Commissioners, and when he saw 
that the name of the acting Town Clerk was 
not amongst them, he mer ó ‘The Appoint- 
ments Commjssioners are only a fraud. Thev 
are being pulled; and are only the tools of 
secret societies.’’ 


ONLY A FRAUD. 


Questioned about reports of proceedings at 
meetings of the Sligo Corporation, plaintiff 
agreed that, when the vacancy for Town Clerk 
arose, he was one of those who asked that the 
Appointments Commissioners be requested to 
send down the names of three candidates 
approved by them. When three names were 
sent down to another meeting he proposed that 
they should be sent back, so that Mr. Brad- 
shaw’s name should be included. He admitted 
that when the Appointments Commissioners 
gave their decision he said they were only a 
** fraud.’ 

Mr. Maguire—You appealed to Cesar, and 
when Cesar decided against you you said that 
Cesar was a fraud. Did you make up your 
mind from that moment to attack the Commis- 
sioners in every possible way’?—From that 
moment | made up my mind that fair play 
was not being given. 

Plaintiff said that he tried to get an in- 
vestigation into the, allegations made against 
Mr. Bradshaw, and into all the circumstances 
surrounding the appointment of Town Clerk 
He had expressed himself as being in favour 
of the abolition of the Commissioners, and 
did not raise any objection when Mr. W.

He suggusted 
that, when the Sligo Corporation asked, the 
Commiesiopers to include the name of Mr. 
Bradshaw on their list, it would mean that 
Mr. Bradshaw would have ‘‘the job in his 
pocket,” and that no other candidate need 
apply. 

Flaintiff said that the Corporation were 
anxious to get the best man, and that Mr. 
Bradshaw was qualified. 

Mr. Maguire—How did you know the 

ualifications of the others? Could you examine 
them in reading, writing and arithmetic ?— 
That is not necessary. 

Perhaps, it is not necessary for the job of 
Town Clerk of Sligo that. a man should 
either be able to read or write or add up? Is 
that your evidence ?’—No. 


OBJECT OF DEPUTATION. 


Plaintiff said that he did not approve of 
the remarks made at a meeting, at which 
someone was reported to have said that “the 
man who takes Bradshaw's place ' would be 
a “ scab,” or that he ‘‘ could bring his coffin 
with him.” He had not heard those. remarks 
himself. He went on to say that the object 
of th: deputation to President de Valera 


| was to get an inquiry, and he did not expect 


the President to say, “ It’s all right, Alder- 
man; we'll appoint Bradshaw.” - 

Questioned in regard to the incidents of 
the interview with the President, and to 
the statement made by Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly, 
Minister for Local Government, about the 
latter’s interview with Canon O’Beirne, 
plaintiff said that he had never suggested that 
Deputy Carty had done anything more than 
arrange the interview for the Canon over 
the telephone. 

Mr. Maguire—Was the fixing of that ap- 
pointmeat an exercise of influence by Mr. 
Carty against Mr. Bradshaw ’—No. 

Then did you think it fair to pillory a 
man in the position of Deputy Carty, and to 
accuse him at a meeting of the Sligo Cor- 
poration of using undue influence, bribery 
and corruption; and, perhaps, the meanest 
suggestion of all, that he had personal 
bigotry against Bradshaw because Bradshaw 
was a Protestant’!—I never had anything of 
that sort in my mind against Deputy Carty. 

Mr. Maguire asked the witness if he would 
agree that, from his experience of Mr. 
Carty, he was a man who would have the 
greatest contempt for anybody who would 
seek to victimise Mr. Bradshaw or any other 
man because he was a Protestant, and Mr. 
Nevin’s answer was: “I do not know.” 

Che plaintiff said that Mr. Carty should 


not have introduced Canon O’Beirne to the |

LETTER TO PRESIDENT. 

Mr. Maguire read a letter stated to have 
been sent to President de Valera by the 
Mayor on the órd August, 1933, in which 
was set out the case for the Corporation, and 
which brought from the President the reply 
read in Court on Wednesday. The 
claimed that there was “absolute and very de- 


finite proof’’ that representations were made | 


te Ministers and to the Appointments: Com. 
missioners against the selection of Mr. Brad 
shaw; thet there was proof that his qualifi 
cations were superior to those of two at least 
of the selected candidates; that there 
proof that those who had intrigued against 
Mr. Bradshaw 'a selection knew at least 
days in advance of the actual selection whi! 
the Appointments Commissioners 
make, and there was evidence that a bribe 
was offered on behalf of one of the selected 
candidates, and as they had already test)- 
fied orally and now in writing to these facts. 
the Mavor considered that these representa- 
tions should be sufficiently convincing to 
have the Commissioners’ findings immedia- 
tely set aside. 

teferring to the statement that the files in 
connection with the case contained no ev}- 
dence of undue influence having been used, 
the Mayor wrote: “‘Surely, if pedple have 
succumbed to such influence, they are not 
going to leave documentary evidence behind 
them of their culpability? They are going 
to take very good care that no such evidence 
will be available.”’ 

“We have been told,’ continued the 
Mavor’s letter, ‘‘that all the Government 
Ministers, as well as the Appointments Com- 
missioners, have given assurances that. they 
do not, and will not, belong to the organisa- 
tion known as the ‘ Kmihts of: Columbanus,’ 
and that. since they are not members of this

A SECRET SOCIETY. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—What is this society? 

Mr. FitzGerald—Il am not a member of it, 
and all 1 know 1s that it is a secret society. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that the reason of 
his inquiry was because he thought it was a 
political society. 

The letter went on to say :—‘‘It cannot be 
denied, however, that certain Government 
Ministers. and at least one member of the 
Appointments Commissioners, have been 
members of the society in. question, and there 
is proof that only a short few months ago a 
certain Minister wrote a letter to a citizen 
of Sligo, and that letter was written as from 
one member of the society to another. If an 
inquiry be instituted and the whole position 
is to be cleared up, then we must have 
definite evidence as to when the Commissioner 
and Ministers severed their connection with 
the Knights of Columbanus, and there should 
be absolute proof that they have done so. ' 

Further extracts from the letter read: “ We 
would like to emphasise the fact that not a 
single one of us who were members of the 
deputation on 13th ult, (July, 1935) gave 
any report of any kind regarding our interview 
to any Press representative whatever. Yet 
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reports re the matter, which were absolutely 


biassed against the deputation and against 
the Corporation, appeared in the daily papers. 
These reports were obviously inspired; for 


4 they contained information that only some- 


body present at the interview could have 
given. ‘Ihey also contained threats against 
the Corporation, whilst a report im the 
Sunday Independent alleged that the Presi- 
dent and Mr. O'Kelly were very displeased 
at the kind of language used by the members 
of the deputation.” 

‘“It should be made clear that Mr. Brad- 
shaw’s religion ‘s not the real reason which 
influenced those who have been intriguing 
against him. The executive officers of Sligo 
Mental Hospital and Sligo Harbour Com- 
missioners are Protestants, and these officers 
have never been objected to, but, on the con- 
trary, they enjoy the friendship and good- 
will of the prests and others who worked 
influence against Mr. Bradshaw’s candidature. 
Those same priests and others patronise the Pro- 
testant merchants of this town, and do not ques- 
tion the fact that many of them hardly employ 
a single Catholic, but import non-Catholic 
labour from the Carsonia of the North-East. 
No, it isn’t the religion of Mr. Bradshaw, 
but the fact that he is a Republican, which 
has been the cause of all the intriguing 
against him. There is one thing which stands 
to the credit of the Corporation and of, Mr. 
Bradshaw's supporters. They have never 
attempted to exercise undue influente of any 
kind in his behalf, and have never corres- 
ponded or communicated in any way with the 
Appointments Commissioners in reference to 
his candidature. Furthermore, Mr. Bradshaw 
is a poor man, and, whilst those who oppose 
him are prepared to resort to bribery, his 
supporters have spurned the bribes and given 
their support to a worthy candidate as a 
matter of principle, without the slightest 
prospect of a reward of any kind. The con 
| tentions we uphold and the evidence we put 
forward are such as cannot be airily or off- 
handedly waived aside by specious arguments 
or plausible criticisms. We must insist upon 
holding that the case we have put forward 
is entitled to very serious sesh oan and 
calls for immediate action. We mercly want 
fair play, and we anxiously hope to secure 
it in the interests of peace and of efficient 
local administration.”’ 


REPUBLICANISM. 


In answer to Mr. Maguire, the witness said 
that he approved the Mayor's letter and the 
statement in it, that ‘‘ it is not religion, but 
Republicanism, that is against him,’ but

ALLEGED THREATS. 


Mr. Maguire inquired if the Mayor approved 
of Councillor Keaveny’s remarks, that if anvy- 
one put Bradshaw oút of the job he could 
bring his coffin with him; that all the mili- 
tary and police in the Free State would be 
required to protect him, and even that would 
not be sufficient, because they had taken 
Frank Carty out of jail under their noses, and 
the people of Sligo would take any fellow out 
of the office. 

The Mayor said that.a great many remarks 
were made during the discussions. Mr.

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(Continued from Previous Column.) - 
But it was not a crime to ask local people for 
their support, and in any event Mr. Bradshaw 
was a better man than two of the applicants 
recommended by the Commissioners. 

When counsel quoted extracts from the 
Sligo Champion about remarks made at 
Corporation meetings Mr. Justice Hanna sug- 
vested that the jurv had heard enough about 
“ Keaveney’s coffin.’’ 

Mr. Maguire read parts of the letter 
addressed by the Mayor to President de 
Valera, and asked him why he complained 
about the priests “ patronisjng’’ Protestant 
merchants in Sligo, ' who! imported non- 
Catholic labour from Carsonia.’’ “Is it,” 
said he, “ because they do not buy fish from 
you and your sister?’ 
~ * But they: do buy fish from me.” said the 
Mayor empathically, amidst laughter. 

“ It should be made clear,” said counsel, 
quoting from the letter ‘‘ that Mr. Bradshaw s 
religion is not the real reason which has im-: 
flueuced those who have been intriguing 
against him,” but “the fact that he is a 
Republican.” Was it not because of that state 
ment that the letter was deliberately sup- 
pressed because it let the cat out of the bag 
and blew sky-high the cock-and-bull story 
about religious victimisatian in Sligo?
